The  obverse  (heads  side)  of  the  22-karat  gold  American  Eagle  Gold  Proof  Coins  features  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens’  rendition  of 
Liberty  holding  a  torch  in  her  right  hand  and  an  olive  branch  in  her  left.  The  reverse  (tails  side)  features  sculptor  Miley 
Busiek’s  design  of  a  male  eagle  carrying  an  olive  branch,  flying  above  a  nest  containing  a  female  eagle  and  her  eaglets. 

American  Eagle  Gold  Proof  Coins  are  struck  multiple  times  and  feature  a  frosted  foreground  and  mirror-like  background, 
giving  them  a  special  cameo  effect.  Each  coin  is  sealed  in  a  protective  capsule  and  mounted  in  a  handsome,  satin-lined  velvet 
presentation  case  accompanied  by  a  Certificate  of  Authenticity. 

The  United  States  Mint,  created  by  Congress  in  1792,  is  the  Nation’s  sole  manufacturer  of  legal  tender  coinage  and  is 
responsible  for  producing  circulating  coinage  for  the  Nation  to  conduct  its  trade  and  commerce.  The  United  States  Mint  also 
produces  proof,  uncirculated  and  commemorative  coins;  Congressional  Gold  Medals;  and  silver,  gold  and  platinum  bullion 
coins.
